CONVENTIONS AND THE STRIKE 


Three months ago President Truman thought 


the steel strike was so serious he seized the steel 
companies. The U. S. flag flew at mill gates, and 
workers went back to their jobs. Then the Supreme 
Court said the seizure was wrong, gave the mills 
back to their owners, and workers went out on 
strike again. 


Today the rust of the idle steel mills was spread- 


ing far into the rest of the nation's economy, and the 
OflBce of Defence Mobilization has warned the strike 
had "wiped out virtually all the gain so far from 
the expansion program that has been under way 
since Korea-" 


But in Washington, it was as if in ruling that the 


seizure was illegal, the Supreme Court had also ruled 
there was no emergency. 


President Truman turned a deaf ear to proposals 


that he use the Taft-Hartley law and accused the 
steel companies of "conspiracy against the public 
interest." 


The ClO-United Steelworkers snatched at the ac- 


cusation and used it as the basis of NLRB charges 
against the companies—ironically, under the provi- 
sions of the same Taft-Hartley law Truman wouldn't 
use. 


The administration apparently has the idea It can 


safely nap in a rocking chair because nobody is going 
to pay much attention to an emergency while all that 
'July politician* is going on in Chicago. 
* 


The administration might be in for a shock if 


the nation comes out of the convention smoke and 
finds itself suddenly running short of automobiles, 
tin cans, washing machines—and even worse, am- 
munition, tanks and military aircraft. 


"THE AMERICAN WAT" 


A three-point "program based on fulfilling "The 


American Way" was proposed by J C. Penney, na- 
tionally-known founder of the retail stores bearing 
his name, ^.t a meeting of the Jamestown Kiwanis 
Club Thursday noon at the Hotel Jamestown. 


In pointing to the need for constructive action 


to preserve our way of life, Mr. Penney, stressed 
three points that would make excellent planks for any 
political party that hopes to control the government 
for the next four years. He said: 


,1- "Let us determine to stand together as 


Americans." 


2. "We must look to the preservation of the 


American family." 


3. "We must not overlook the need of the help 


of God." 


"Our democratic way of life is in jeopardy," the 


executive stated, "not from outside forces but from 
within. We have only to examine the history of 
other civilizations, fall of which followed decay from 
within." 


"The American way of life is not an easy way," 


the speaker continued. "Personal responsibility is 
the price of each one's freedom—an individual re- 
sponsibility to recognize and protect our heritage." 


Penney related incidents of his early life as a 


businessman and gave some of his opinions on sales- 
manship and its importance to success.

Politicos Already Worrying 
About Size of November Vote

pHICAGO— (NZA)— It may be a bit early, but politicians are already 


wondering about the size of the vote this November 4. 


Democratic theory has been that the bigger the vote, the better the 


chance of a Democratic majority. Senator Taft disputes this. His 
theory is that voters stay home when there is no choice between can- 
didates and party platforms. 


U. S. Census Bureau estimates there will be about 97,500,000 eligible 


voters this year. This is an increase of six million over 1948. There 
will be about 9,500,000 new voters. But deaths in the four years wLU 
have removed 3,500,000 old voters. 


Percentage of eligible voters actually casting their ballots in Pres- 


idential elections has been dropping steadily since 1900. Fifty-three 
per cent of the 18 million eligibles voted that year. It dropped to 49 
per cent in 1920, when women voted for the first time. 


This percentage rose to 62 in 1940, when 50,000,000 out at the 


80,000,000 ehgibles voted. This was the year when the third term for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was the big issue. This tends to prove the 
theory that more people vote when there is a sharp issue. But Roose- 
velt won by 55 per cent of the votes cast. 


The percentage of eligible voters actually voting has been declining 
since 1940. It was 56 per cent in 1944 and 53 in 1948. 


Of this year's 97,500,000 votes, half are in nine states — Illinois, 


Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, California, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and Texas. They contain 237, or 57 per cent of the 531 
electoral votes. A win in those nine states can elect a President 
regardless of what the other 39 states think about it
